The note given by the Selectmen to the School District Treas- 
urer in 1901 for $186.22, comprising the No. 1 and No. 2 
School Fund, is supposed to be in the safe, although nobody 
has seen it for several years. We cannot find any record of 
any interest having been paid since 1902, when $10 was used 


in Scotland.
